Bowes of the Naval Training Station. 
There was an immense attendance,, 
an.l the people were greatly interested 
in the musical program as well as in 
the excellent address delivered by 
Captain George A. Moriarty, U. S. A., 
of this city. 


The usual dinner to the news and 


messenger boys of the city was given 
by Mrs. Frederick W. Vanderbilt at 
Masonic Hall in the afternoon, with 
the usual large attendance, the af- 


I fair being under the dirction of Mrs. 


T. Fred Kaull. Most of the churches 
held their Thanksgiving services oh 
Wednesday evening, but the Kpisco-

Trinity Church on Thursday morning. 


There seems to be no doubt but that 


thu Newport Naval Training Station 
will be continued and developed after 
the war and that it will become one of 
the greatest stations in this country. 
While it is possible that the plans for 
the Coddington Point development 
may be changed somewhat becai-so of 
the peace conditions which make un- 
necessary the hasty rush with which 
the Point was to be built up, the work 
will continue and it will be along 
lines of great permanency rather than 
excessive speed. 


Captain E. H. Campbell, the com- 


manding officer of the Station, .has 
been in Washington this week in con- 
sultation with Secretary Daniels in 
regard to the Newport situation. He 
was informed by the Secretary that it 
is the intention to have some 25,000 
meh under training here by spring, 
which will be a big jump in the per- 
sonnel of this station. 
Just what 


this large number of men will mean 
for Newport does not need to be 
stated, as every property owner and 
business man realizes how much pros- 
perity has been brought here by the 
larg number of men who have been 
stationed here during the war. 


Incidentally, Mr. Daniels does not 


like the idea of Newport voting for 
license, after several months of total 
abstinence. In fact, he intends to do 
all in his power to prevent the selling 
of liquor here again. While his power 
to enforce dry zones, such as now 
exist, will doubtless terminate at the 
close of the war, he has another care 
up his sleeve which will probablj 
control the situation. He states that 
if the open liquor business is resumet 
in Newport, he will not allow the boys 
from the Station to come into the 
city, thus cutting oft" a large revenui 
that the business men \vould naturall; 
derive. This is a problem that will bi 
up to the city authorities to settle.

RED CROSS DRIVE 


The Red Cross Society is planning 


for a Christmas Roll Call or Drive for 
new members, beginning December 
16th. Committees have been appoint- 
ed from the local Chapter of the Red 
Cross to take charge of the Drive, 
and a big campaign is promised.- In 
this the Society will have the co-oper- 
ation of the Anti-Tuberculosis Society 
which is usually engaged in selling 
Christmas seals at this time of year. 
This year the sale of these seals will 
be omitted, an appropriation for the 
same purpose having been made by 
the Red Cross Society in order to 
avoid a conflict of activities. 


There was a mass meeting in the 


Council Chamber of the City Hall on 
Wednesday evening to consider the 
proposition to erect some form of 
permanent memorial to the men from 
Newport who have served in the great 
war, a considerable number of whom 
have laid down their lives in the 
cause, while others have been severely 
wounded. The meeting was called by 
Mayor Burdick at the suggestion of a 
number of citizens,' who had been 
talking up the plan among themselves. 
The attendance at the,meeting was 
not very large because of many con- 
flicting engagements on that evening, 
but those who were present were very 
enthusiastic and plans were made for 
the forming of a general committee 
of 50, to be appointed by Mayor Bur- 
dick, with authority to plan ways and 
means of raising the money, select 
the site and erect the memorial.' . . 


Mayor Burdick called the meeting 


to order, but was obliged to leave in 
order to attend a session of the board 
of aldermen. Mr. John Mahan was 
elected temporary chairman and ex- 
plained some of the ideas that had 
occurred to the promoters of the 
plan A number of prominent citizens 
spoke' in favor of the memorial and 
after general discussion the motion to 
create the committee to be appointed 
by Mayor Bnrdick was carried. 


WATER REPORT RECEIVED 


Some four years ago it was sup- 


wsed that the decision of the Public 
Jtilities Commission in the case of 
lity of Newport vs. the 
Newport 


Water Worka was completed and that 


decision would soon be announced. 


This week the decision has appeared 
after the city had taken strenuous 
measures to secure it because of the 
existing conditions regarding the city's 
water supply. The report is a long 
one, and goes into details of the con- 
ditions found to exist. 


The decision of the Commission is 


not particularly radical in character. 
It finds that there is a considerable 
waste of water through the means 
adopted for selling it, arid that there 
would be considerable conservation 
through the iise of water meters. The 
fixed contract with the city is not re- 
garded as equitable, and the Company 
is required to measure the amount 
used by the city as soon as possible, 
and fix a basis for new rates founded 
on the amount of water consumed. 


The Commission does not find that 


the income of the Water Company is 
unreasonable for the amount of the 
investment, and will allow the Com- 
pany to fix rates to individual consum- 
ers in such fashion that the income 
will not be reduced, these rates to be 
submitted to the Commission for ap- 
proval. The use of water meters is to 
be permitted to all consumers who 
wish them, after the schedule of rates 
hits been approved. 


The finding of the Commission is as 


follows: 


1—That the gross income of the 


respondent company from the present, 
rates is not unreas.or.ablo. 


2—That the net income of the 


company from the present rates af- 
tre paying the reasonable.expense of 
maintenance and operation, and the 
setting aside a reasonable amount for 
deprciation, does' not yield more than 
a reasonable return upon the fair 
value of its projrerty owned and used 
in supplying the'city of Newport and 
its inhabitants with water. 


3—That there can be no change 


in rates which will reduce the gross 
income derived by the company from 
the sale of water under the present 
rates. 


The Commission ordres as follows: 
I—That the Newport Water Works 


proceed as soon as possible to meter 
all service pipes supplying the city 
s.ervice of the city of Newport. 


2—That within four months after 


city service pipes the Newport Water- 
the installation of mete.-s upon the 
Works shall submit to the Commis- 
sion for approval a new schedule of 
hydrant, fixture and meter rates, and 
special rates, so adjusted as to pro- 
duce a net revenue substantially equal 
to that recivcd, by the company un- 
der the present schedule of rates. 
Such new schedule shall provide that 
meters may be installed at the re- 
quest of either the customer or the 
company, arid that the company shall 
bear the expense of the meters. 


Such new schedule may provide 


that the company shall be required to 
recognize as a customer only the 
owner of the land or the lessee of the 
entire premises, also that all fixture 
rates and a minimum charge for 
metered service shall be payable an- 
nually in advance. 


3—The Commission will hold the 


case open for th entry of a proper 
order upon the presentation of the 
adiusted schedule of rates by the 
Newport Water Works. 


REPRESENTATIVE COUNCIL 


The meeting of the representative 


council on Mojiday evening was not a 
very long one, although there was 
considerable business for considera- 
tion and a considerable amount of 
money was spent in a short time. The 
salary of the members of the board of 
aldermen was doubled, and that of the 
Mayor was raised from $1800 to $2500, 
and a number of appropriations were 
made for various departments. The 
council was not disposed to have its 
membership reduced and promptly 
laid on the table a minority report 
from 
the 
committee 
to 
consider 


changes in the charter, the majority in 
favor of the motion to lay on the 
table being rather small. 


The attendance was very good, con- 


siderably more than a quorum being 
present when the roll was called, 
which was a marked contrast to some 
other meetings of the council this 
year. The resignation of Councilman 
T. I. Hare Powel was presented but 
tho council voted to lay it on the table. 


A communication was read from 


Mayor Burdick, calling attention to 
his recommendation for increased sal- 
aries for the Mayor and board of 
aldermen,.and the council voted to fix 
the salary of Mayor at $2500, and of 
each alderman at $1000, the present 
amounts being $1800 and $500. This 
will not affect Mayor Burdick, as his 
term expires this year. 


A communication was received from 


the board of aldermen making various 
recommendations, generally having to 
do with appropriations. These recom- 
mendations and the accompanying 
resolutions were taken' up and passed, 
including appropriations of $1127.55 
for fuel for the city hall, $300 for 
fire department, $450 for fire depart- 
ment apparatus repairs, $302.68 for 
repairs to roof of city hall, etc. 


A resolution directing the board of 


aldermen to issue notes for $70,000, 
and rescinding from the resolution 
passed in August authorizing the issu- 
ance of 'certificates of indebtedness, 
was taken up. 
Mayor Burdick ex- 


plained that the first resolution did 
not appear to be entirely legal, and 
that in order to raise the 'money 
needed by the city it would be advisa- 
ble to.pass the present resolution.

We wore sitting on a firestep In tho 


front lino trench. It was bright and 
sunny and we were bubbling over with 
good humor. There were two reasons 
for this: First— our battalion was to 
be relieved at nine that night and we 
were going back for 'a two weeks' 
rest Second— It was spring, We cou|d 
smell It la the air. Even the wind 
blowing from the German trenches In 
our 
direction ha3 a 
sweet and 


"springy" smell. 


About thirty yards down a communi- 


cation trench to the left was an or- 
chard. The trees were scarred from 
bullets and fragments of ahell; but 
even these battered trunks could not 
resist the feel of spring, because here 
and there on the twigs and brandies 
could he. seen bursting buds. Flitting 
around were numerous birds, chirping, 
and sometimes wrangling among them- 
selves. 


To me It seemed odd that birds could 


accustom themselves to war. 
Occa- 


sionally a German shell, or perhaps 
one of ours, would go screaming over 
the orchard. The hlrds did not seem 
to mind the noise — Just carried on 
with their nest-hulldlng. 


In our company was au American 


named Alexander Stewart. Naturally 
he and I were very chummy. 


Stewart 
and I 
were the 
chief 


"amusement promoters" In the com- 
pany, the Tommies constantly looking 
to us for some new diversion. 


In the English army n Tommy seems 


to have the Idea that an American's 
chief vocation la the United States Is 
to Invent, and to keep on Inventing. 
Of course, Stewart and I did not In 
any way try to dissipate this Idea; In 
fact, we encouraged It, and took great 
pride In being looked up to In this 
way; but, believe me. It kept us hust- 
ling to keep the Tommies amused. 


It was getting too warm for soccer 


football, and we knew as soon as we 
got Into rest billets that the Issue 
would be put right up to us: 
"How 


are you going to amuse us while, be- 
hind the lines?" 


We were Americans, and red-blood-" 


ed; spring was In the air, and- our 
thoughts turned to what etfery Ameri- 
can boy Is thinking of upon the arrival 
of spring — baseball. 
• I turned my eyes to the muddy para- 
dos (rear wall of the trench) and filed 
my gaze on a fragment of German 
shell eiabedded In the mud. Pretty 
soon this fragment seemed to change 
into a baseball player, with mask, pro- 
tector and catcher's mitt 
He was 


crouching behind the home plate and 
signaling to the pitcher. Just then 
Stewart said: "Say, Emp, I wonder 
If we could teach the Tommies how to 
play baseball?" 


I Immediately turned In Iris direction. 


He was also staring at that fragment 
of shell. 


I answered: 
"Did you ever try to 


teach a 
Chinaman how to speak 


French?" 


He got It right away and n dejected 


look spread over his counlenance, and 
he let out a long-drawn' sigh. 


A Tommy sitting on my right butted 


In with: "Did you sye byseball, lankT 
Why, I saw a gyme In London, and It 
•is 'absurdly easy to plye, but I cawn't 
sye I fawncy h'lt" 


!Wlth a look of disgust Stewtrt 


inmed to me and said: "I guess you're 
riEhf. Emp. It would he easier to teach 
ijQC- Chinaman French," 


That night we were relieved and 


went behind the ilnes. 


The next afternoon, after parade, 


we were sitting In nn orchard drinking 
tea, About a month before, Stewart 
and I had taught the Tommies how to 
pitch horseshoes. 
There, was great 


rivalry -among the different squadi, 
each squad having a team. 


Just then Corporal Watklns came 


over to ns and asked : "Where are the 
'oree shoes? I cawn't find 'em." 


Another Tommy answered : "Strafe 


me pink, where are your h'eyes? 
Cawn't yon bloomln' well see the h'of- 
fleers usln' 'em be'lnd that billet over 
therel Bllme me, they're alw'ays 
a'gummln' the gyme." 


Sure enough, the officers were using 


our horseshoes. 
• 


Stewart, with a look of depression 


on his face, turned to me and said: 
"Well, here goes, Emp. Steve Brodle 
took a chance, BO I might he able to 
get away with this." 


Then, taming to the Tommies, be 


•aid: "Did any of yon bloke* ever 
hear of John McOrawr" 


Three of the Tommies answered, 


"Yea." 


A lunny smile and a look of hop* 


flitted across Stewart's fact, and he 
breathlessly asked, "Who IE her The 
three started to answer at once, but 
Stewart, majestically extending hla 


• hand, palm forward, ealdi, "Get In 


line, one at a time. Now, Perkins, who 
Is John McOraw?' 


Perkins 'answered: "Why, 'e's a 


lawr.ce corporal la tho Itoyal Irish 


tnumn in tbe direction ot the other 
Tommy, who seemed to b« bursting 
with suppressed eagerness. Stewart, 
looking it biro, ejaculated, "Spit It 
out before you choke." 
••' 


This fellow, with a superior air, 


turned in the direction of tbe two de- 
jected Tommies, and answered, "John 
HacOraw.'wJiy everybody knows 'linj 
'e was the fellow, in tho London Scot- 
tish 
who clicked 
'crucifixion' 
for 


stealing the rum Issue at 'Wipers'. 'B 
was a lad, not 'arf. he weren't." 


•A hissing uolse Issued from Stew- 


firt's lips, nnd hq seemed to collapse 
like ft punctured toy bnlloon. 
After 


a few seconds he straightened up and 
a look of determination came Into his 
eyes. 
Addressing the Tommies, he 


exploded: ."You blokes arc enough to 
make Billy Sunday take to drink. Now, 
listen here, and let It sink In dcop. 
John McGraw is the manager of the 
New York Giants. Ho Is a baseball 
player; get It? A baseball player. A 
guy what manages a 'baseball ^eam. 
And any fellows who can't make good 
on his team, or In tbe bush leagues, 
he sends 'em a cricket hat with their 
name Inscribed ou It and pays their 
passage to England. Get me?" 


Several Tommies took exception to 


this, end said that they had followed 
cricket all their lives, but had never 
heard of any American cricketers be- 
ing sent over by a Mr.; McGraw. At 
thlg I exploded, end Stewart went up 
In tb.e air. Standing up and turning 
to the bunch under the trees, point- 
Ing his finger In their direction, he 
let out: 


"Now listen, this Is good. I'm go- 


Ing to send down to the ordnance 
corps and get a. dozen gimlets and 
tome funnels. With these gimlets I'm 
going to bore holes In your 'nappers,' 
and using the funnel I'm going to pour 
into those garrets of yours a little, 
brains. Then, after you've acquired 
gray matter, I'm going to teach you 
the great American game of baseball; 
nnd then when through teaching you, 
I'm going to retire to the Old Soldiers' 
home as physically and mentally un- 
fit, because I know the job will put 
me there." 


The Tommies did not take excep- 


tion to his pointed remarks atout their 
lack of brains. They overlooked this 
because they were very eager to learn 
how to play baseball. 


A chorus of, "Go to h'il, Yank, that's 


what we want; something new out 
'ere In this bloody mess of mud and' 
'cooties.'" 


Stewart sold that we would have to 


talk the matter over, and beckoning 
to me, went In the direction of the 
billet. I followed. He then outlined 
his scheme. 


We were to form two baseball 


classes, Stewart in charge of one, I 
the other. On the plaster of the billet 
we carefully scratched out a bastball 
diamond, and then called the Tommies 
in. They sat around '.ike little chil- 
dren in a school, eagerly Intent. For 
two hours we explained the game to 
them. When we got~ through they all 
knew how to play baseball—"on paper. 
We dismissed them, telling them an- 
other class would be held the follow- 
ing afternoon. That night, Stewart 
and I, around the stump of a candle, 
went Into details for organizing two 
teams. Everything appeared rosy, and 
we were highly Jubilant

eased over in our direction and Inno- 
cently asked: 


"I sye, Yank, Isn't It necessary to 


;nvfl hyschnlls and clubs? We cawnt 
very well pl'y without 'em." 


This vras.a bombshell to us. In our 


c;i|:crhiss and excitement we had quite 
forgotten that bats, balls and gloves 
were necessary. I thought Stewart 
was going to burst. Letting out a "Well, 
!'!! In! blowed!" which nearly blew the 
fti'ulln cut, he turned n silly look In 
my lilrri-iion, and 1 looked just aa 


with t Mieerinf look, 
got our (o*t>, 


OM evening we were sitting In a 


dugout of the lupport trench; It was 
raining like the mlsculif, and we were 
cold and downhearted. Pretty soon 
the nitons ctme up. The ration party 
generally brings the rations down Into 
the dugouts, hut tho two men carrying 
our "dlxle1' set It down In the mud of 
the trench nnd almost' "shot the 
chutes" 'down the entrance to the dug- 
out. They were breathless with ex- 
citement. One of them yelled out: 


"Yank, there's a limber full of par- 


cels down In the reserve dugout. 
They're all addressed to you, h'lOiu- 
pey, and they're from America." 


Stewart let out a shout and I folt 


warm nil over. 
How we lorded It 


over those poor Tommies. That night 
we were to be relieved and go hack 
to rest billets. We could hardly wait 
for the time. 


The next Uiornlng was Sunday, and 


after church parade we made a mad 
rush to tho orderly room to get our 
mall. 


The quartermaster sergeant was 


waiting for me, anil behind him stood 
every officer In the company, trying 
to disguise tho expectant look ou their 
faces. Every eye was turned In tha 
direction of a heap of parcels. 
I 


thought the "quarter" never would 
start. 
Even the captain could. not 


stand It, and giving way to his eager- 
ness, said: "Sergeant, yoq. had bet- 
ter Issue the mall." 


Stewart and I were all anxiety. 
Then, stooping down, the sergeant 


took up a parcel and read off: "Em- 
pcy. No. 5203," and threw It over to 
me. I caught It on the fly. The ser- 
geant kept on reading out "Empey," 
nnd parcels came through the air like 
a bombardment. 


The first parcel-I picked up was 


stamped "Passed by Censor," and con-

At li'st the Tommies had slumped 


;s, and we could see our reputation 


fading Into nothing. A 'dead sllenca 
reigned for over five minutes. Then 
Stewart started madly to open his hav- 
ersack. 
I thought he had suddenly 


gone crary. I-reached my hand In the 
direction of my bayonet, fearing that 
he was looking for a Mills' bomb. 
When he drew his hand but, hanging 
to hts fist was a writing pad. I let go 
of my bayonet 
Borrowing a pencil 


from me (Stewart was always borrow- 
ing), he started writing. I thought per- 
haps he was going to commit suicide 
and was writing a farewell letter home, 
and aaked him what was up. 
H* 


whispered to me: 


"Emp, we're two bloody fools not to 


have thought of this long ago. 
All 


we've got to do Is to write home to one 
of the New York papers, asking the 
readers to send out baseball stuff to 
us, and It will only be a matter of a 
few weeks when we will have enough 
to equip two teams." 


I offered to write the letter, and 


with Stewart bending over IPS, I 
eagerly wrote an appeal to the readers 
of a New York newspaper, and turned 
the letter over to the mall orderly. 


We then explained to the Tommies 


that equipment was necessary and that 
we had written'home, but while wait- 
ing for the baseball stuff to arrive we 
would carry on with our Instruction 
classes. \ 


The next day Stewart and I made a 


woolen baseball out of an old puttee, 
fixed up a temporary diamond, and 
showed the Tommies the general run 
of the game. Their intlca were awful. 
If we had used a regular baseball I 
don't think there would nave been a 
Tommy In the squad without a black 
eye. Did you ever watch a girt trying; 
to catch a ball? Well, the girl's team 
alongside of some of these Tommies 
would have looked like the winner In 
our world's series. It was hard work 
keeping their Interest up. 


Two weeks later wo \scut rjp Into tho 


front line; then came back again for 
nnothcr re;t. The Interest In baseball 
was dying out and we were at our wit a 
end. Time passed, and we figured out 
that we ought to be hearing from our 
appeal, but nothing cnmo. Then, once 
again we went into tho front line 
trench. 


The Tommies were very skeptical 


and every time baseball was men- 
tioned thev would eazo. In our direction 


talned twelve brand-new baseballs, or 
at least, eleven, and the remains of 
one. This twelfth ball was stamped, 
"Opened by Censor," but search as I 
could, I could find no stamp reading 
"Sewed Dp by Censor." We did the 
sewing up, but that ball looked like a 
duck's egg when we had finished. 
Stewart and I roundly cussed the cen- 
sor. 'Later, we both cussed. the Inven- 
tor of baseball. There was a rea- 
son. 


The readers of the newspaper ap- 


pealed to had nobly responded to our 
appeal.. There were 'enough- gloves 
and 'balls for two teams, and even a 
chest protector and mask. The ma;* 
was an article of great .jurloslty to all. 
Some of them thought U was a bomb 
protector. Every one In turn tried It 
on, and every one, upon learning that 
the catcher was to wear the mask, 
wanted Immediately to. sign up for 
'the position. 
Stewart and I could 


have been elected to parliament right 
there, If these Tommies could have 
had their way. 


The next afternoon the candidates,"! 


forty .in all, and the 'whole 'company, 
turned out en ni'asse on the baseball 
field, which we bad laid out during 
our previous stay In rest billets. 


From that day on. Stewart and I 


led a dog's life. 
Though on paper 


unless I would let him wear the mask. 
Americans, picture a shortstop wear- 
ing a catcher's mask, and then sym- 
pathize with Stewart and me. The 
shortstop was a sergeant, and through 
diplomatic reasons, I gave tho mask 
to him. At this every Inficlder wanted 
to wear It. Stewart solved the prob- 
lem by putting In another shortstop 
nnd giving me the mask. 


In England they have a game called 


"rounders," In which you are sup- 
posed to hit the bascrunner with the 
ball to put him out. This Is general- 
ly a tennis ball and does not hurt very 
much. 


Well, those Tommies had a habit of 


lamming the baseball with all their 
might at the unfortunate runner. Many 
an early practice was broken up this 
way, because the team would lose In- 
terest In baseball when they had. a 
chance to view a fight between a giver 
and a.receiver. 
' 'After about ten days' practice we 
had picked two pretty fair'teams end 
arranged for a scrub game. Stewart's 
filde won, due to his pitching. 


Then, as Is usual In baseball, things 


began to happen. A jinx seemed to 
rest on our candidates. Every time we 
had to go up the line on a working 
party, one or two of the players would 
get.wounded or killed; In fact, being 
a baseball player got to be a perfect 
Jonah, and the Tommies commenced 
getting superstitious. 
If one of our 


team happened to be working among 
ten or twelve other company men, he 
was sure to get hit, while the other fel- 
lows conic through without a scratch. 
Stewart and I also began to get fright- 
ened, and decided to chuck up the 
whole thing before we got It ourselves. 


Then we went further back behind 


the Hues. During this stay we rounded 
out a passable .team. 


A Canadian battalion, just sent out 


from 
England, on their 
way to 


"Wipers," went Into billets about, a 
mile from us. This was our chance. 
Stewart went over and challenged 
them to a gnnic for the following Sun- 
day. -The challenge was accepted. 


We had a week's time In which to 


strengthen sonic .weaknesses nnd to 
tench the bunch a little "inside" base- 
ball. Then the jinr popped up again. 


On the morning o£ the game with 


the Canadians, our cleverest infielder, 
the first baseman, picked up an old 
German hand grenade and brought It 
to the billet. This man was a great 
souvenir collector; always hammering 
at -"dud" shells, trying to 'remove the 
nose-caps. 


Seeing him fooling around with the 


rtermnn bomb, I told him to throw It 
away; that one could never trust those 
things, and thaU did not want to take 
.any chances of losing a first baseman; 
bnt being of a naturally curious dispo- 
sition, he refused to do so. Taking the 
bomb out behind the billet, he proceed- 
ed to take liberties with its mechan- 
ism; result, right hand blown off end 
another vacancy to be filled at first 
base. What we said about him would 
not be fit for publication. 


The game was scheduled for two 


o'clock, arid exactly at one-thirty-five 
Mr. Fritz plunked a stray •'five nine" 
shell into our" Infield between home 
and first base, making a hole Wg 
enough for a limber to hide In. This 
meant picks and shovels for all hands 
to fill In tiie hole.' - p,'. 


By this time a large crowd of root- 


ers for both sides had lined themselves 
along the foul lines, the compliments 
.that were wafted back and forth made 
the chaplain pack up nnd leave before 
the game started. 


Then -the betting commenced. 
It 


waxed-'hot-and furious. I don't be- 
lieve there was a loose penny In the 
crowd after all bets baU been placed. 


Up to the fourth Inning neither side 


scored. Stewart was pitching In fine 
form. 
The Canadians Just couldn't 


connect with his delivery. 
All they 


were doing was fanning the air, The 
Canadian rooters commenced to get 
frightened because they saw Ihelr 
money disappearing Into the Tommies' 
pockets. They had the greatest con- 
tempt for the rest of the team, myself 
Included, but realized that If Stewart 
did not weaken It would be a case of 
their going back to billets broke. 


Then old Mr. Jinx butted In again, 


and It happened.

In pitching, Stewart's gas helmet

that Stewart had laid aside his ht-1- 
met, and artfully communicated this 
fact to the rest of his team's rooters.* I 
noticed the rooters crowd around him 
for three or four minutes, and then a 
great laugh \venc up and they stretched 
out along the foul lines. 


Suddenly, one fellow, getting out in 


front of the bunch, like a cheer leader 
counted, "One, two, three." Then up 
went a mighty chorus of, "Hey, Stew- 
art, whore's ycur gas helmet, where's 
your old gas bag, where's your old gas 
bag?" . They kept tlils up and It got 
Stewart's goat. I went out Into the 
pitcher's box and warned him to put on 
his gas helmet, but still pig-headed, 
he refused to do so. He was In an iiw- 
ful temper. 


A sergeant of the military police was 


watching the game, nnd hearing the 
cries of the motors he walked out on 
the diamond and asked Stewart where 
his hulmct was. By this time Sfowart 
had completely lost his temper and an- 
swered with n sneer: "Where do you 
think it is? I sent It home for a sou- 
venir." The sergeant explained to bin 
that It was against army orders to lid 
without a gns helmet, and that he had 
better put It on. Stewart would not 
listen to him, and answered: "Well, If

let to waste time, the umpire got Im. 
patient and the rooters were yelling 
Ilko mad to carry on. I still Insisted 
that none of the balls had gone over 
the plate, and the umpire was In a 
quandary. Just then one of our men 
passed In the rear of me and whis- 
pered: "Stewart says to go on with 
the game." 
Wondering at this Infor- 


mation, I started In. 


The pitching of that Welshman was 


awful. 
He hit the first two men up 


and walked the third. I was In despair, 
bases full and two out. Some of the 
Canadian rooters were jumping up an4 
down, throwing their hats In the air, 
and one fellow wan whistling "TLs 
Star-Spangled Banner." This got mj 
goat completely, 


Near every billet hangs « gas gons. 


This Is a triangular' piece of sleel or 
an empty shell case. Beside this gor.i 
hangs an 
Iron striker. Upon the 


sounding of the alarm, by striking on 
the gong, with the striker, every man 
Is supposed to put on his gas helmet 
and. repair Immediately to his proper 
station. These gongs are to warn sol- 
diers that German poison gas Is com- 
ing over.

While I was signaling to iny ruhs 


pitcher and beseeching him to put ona 
over, the clanging of the gas gong rang 
out. I dropped my glove, got off my 
chest protector, and madly rushed for 
my helmet and soon hadj it on, tha 
rooters nnd players doing the same. 
Then I got wise. I remembered Stew- 
art's instructions: "Watch out for gas. 
I'll make 'cm hunt for their gns hel- 
mets." The nerve and daring of hla 
scheme took my breath away. Th,s 
Canadians had a mile to go to get to 
their stations, and believe me, It Is r.o 
fun double-timing for a mile while a 
gas helmet Is choking you with Its 
chemlcul fumes. 
____ 


Well, the™ Canadians beat It, and EO 


did wo, but the game was saved and 
all bets were off. 


I nearly smothered with laughter In 


my gas helmet. To the rest, not lelog 
"In tbe know," It was a genuine alarm. 
Shortly after the stampede It was dis- 
covered that the alarm was false, and 
a rigid Investigation Immediately took 
place. But tho Cauadlans had left or,d 
our money was safe. It certainly would 
have gone hard with the culprit had 
he been caught. As It was, our tst- 
tallon got two weeks as extra fatigue 
on working and digging parties. 


Afterward, I was let into tho secret 


Stewart had given Stein ten francs to 
^ound the gas alarm, which, with hli 
fifteen francs bet on the game, Stelo 
did not have It In his heart to refuse. 


Many a time, Stewart, Stein and my- 


self had a quiet little laugh when we 


i pictured the Canadians stampeding for 


their billets. 


.Then orders were received to take 


»ver a new sector of the line, and base- 
6all'was forgotten. The work In froat 
5f us was to be of the grimmest nature. 


Not long after that. In my first golor, 


'over the top,"- Stewart was killed led 
Stein was wounded.

"Going Over the Edge." 


"'Going over the edge1 Is tho act 


of stepping ont of the basket of a 
military balloon from 2,000 to 6,000 
feet up, dropping into space, trusting 
to the parachute to open and check the 
descent," says Henry Woodhousa In 
Everybody's Magazine. 
. "When an aviator—allied or Boche 
—makes a dash for a kite balloon and 
fires Incendiary bullets Into it, the ob- 
server or observers—some balloons 
having two—hasten to go over the 
edge. The friendly anti-aircraft guns

Why New Fence System Is Uted. 
The. old method of supporting fences 


by placing heavy, rigid posts every few 
feet, declares Evening Wisconsin, has 
been shown to be wrong In prin- 
ciple. The new system of supporting 
fences Is to make them on the prin- 
ciple of a flddlestrlng. A flddlestrlng 
Is fastened at both ends. 
Anything 


that hits It at any point produces 
stresses on the string that are trans- 
mitted to the terminals. 


The new fences have solid tamlnala 


40 rods apart. 
Between them tie 


wire Is stretched tightly, and, to pre- 
vent It from sagging, then, flexible steel 
supports, anchored 18 Inches below the. 
surface of the ground, are used. When 
a sudden shock comes against one of 
these bowstring fences—such, for el- 
ample, as a bull charging the fence, 
the flexible supports bend in an even 
curve from their point of anchorage 
and allow the strain to come on the 
terminals.

The cutters or harvesters are ocean- 
going I)onU and stay out at ten all the 
lime, while (he barges carry the mac- 
eniteil kelp back to the whiirf, where It 
Is pumped from die holds Into fer- 
menting tunks. 
1'orelgn matter such 


as bolls, nuts, etc., brought In with the 
kelp arc removed by electromagnets 
before the pumps are reached. 


Harvesting consists In cutting the 


pi mil about six feet lielow the surface 
of the water. 
It has actually been 


found that this treatment Improves the 
growth and stand of the beds to such 
im extent that ihey may be cut over 
about every DO days. The area cut at 
present extends from Point Conception 
south to the Mexican line. 


The potash Is nil used for chemical 


purposes, owing to Its unique purity, 
and there !s not enough of It to sup 
ply this demand. The total quantity of 
the pure product Is not great enough 
to he considered seriously for fertilizer 
purposes. There are, however, n num- 
ber of residues produced containing 
potash which amount to quite a ton- 
nage.

Its History and Services 


This organization has always been 


enrolled in and is n part of the State 
Militia and is so carried on the Adju- 
tant General's reports as not brigad- 
ed. Its Officers are commissioned by 
the Legislature, the same as the 
Brigade Officers, and its Officers and 
men receive the service medal and 
Marksmen's medals, the same as the 
rest of the Militia; they draw pay 
ancl armorers' fees and are under the 
direct command of the Governor and 
Commander-in-chief. 


1741. This Company was actively, 


engaged in fighting all through the 
English and Spanish war, also the 
English and French wars.

THE BATTLE OF LAKE ERIE 


Letter of William Vigueron Taylor de- 


acribbg the Battle

Erie, Oct 17, 1813. 


" Dear Stephen:—I 
have 
received 


your welcome letter from Newport 
and have observed with pleasure that 
you have with true brotherly affec- 
tion kindly excused mo for my neglect, 
although it was in some measure cor- 
rect, for since I have been on this 
station all my time has been devoted 
to public service, not only from, incli- 
nation to serve one of the. best and 
bravest of men, but in a great meas- 
ure from necessity, as we liave had 
few officers on the station and many 
of them very young and consequently 
the duty fell .y«ry heavy on me. 


You wish a correct statement of the 


Battle. At daylight on the 10th Sept. 
at anchor in Put-in-Bay we saw the 
British squadron working to wind- 
ward and toward us. We.rn'ade the 
signal immediately to get under way, 
which was promptly complied with. 
We took advantage of the wind and 
iiirned out to windward of Snake 
Island to gain the weather guage. 
At about 9 a. m. weathered away the 
Island, hore up to run for the enemy, 
winds light, they observing we had 
gained the wind of them, hauled up 
their 
Top G sails and most 


gallantly waited our approach in line 
of battle, confident of success, as they 
have since stated. Just before the 
action commenced Capt. Perry pro- 
duced a flag with these emphatic 
words on it in capita] letters— DONT 
GIVE UP THE SKIP, the dying 
words of the brave Lawrence, and 
asked the men if he hoisted it would 
they support it. They answered him 
with three rousing cheers. At 15 min- 
utes before 12 they commenced firing 
at us from the Detroit, a finfe new ship 
mounting long 24's, 18's, and 12's. As 


~ our canonadc would not take effect at 


this distance we endeavored to close 
with them as quick as possible. 


At 12 opened our broadsides on 


them, we being the leading vessel and 
biiciiij we LA;III£ nit; icuuui£ TCO^CI auu 
flagship, they were determined, as 
they have since saici, to sink us. They 
nearly accomplished their purpose, for 
when within. short

We sustained their 
fire 2'/4 hours, the .Lawrence at this 
time presented a picture too horrid 
for description, nearly the whole crew, 
officers and all, prostrated on the 
deck, intermingled with broken spars, 
rigging, sails, and in fact, one con- 
fused heap of horrid ruins. Some of 
the guns were dismounted and mount- 
ed 5 times in action and some of the 
guns were manned 3 different times in 
action. 
Capt. Perry finding he could 


not fire another gun or annoy the en- 
emy in any shape from the Lawrence, 
he determined to leave her. 
lie took 


down his private flag and bore it tri- 
umphantly to the Niagara amid show- 
ers of round, grape, canister and 
musketry. I say triumphantly, for he 
must have been conscious no vessel 
recorded in the annals of naval his- 
tory ever was fought better or more 
obstinately defended, few indeed re- 
maining uninjured and those few em- 
ployed about the magazine and cock- 
pit- When Capt. Perry got on board 
tho Niagara she had not a man either 
killed or wounded.

A Fighting Whale's Triumph 


(By Capt. John DeBlois) 


I sailed from New Bedford on June 


11. in command of the ship Ann Alex- 
ander, owned and fitted out by George 
and Matthew Rowland. In accordance 
with their custom, they placed no in- 
surance on the vessel, tut anyone who 
remembers that firm will remember 
thi,t I had as good n fit-out as any 
ship that ever sailed. As the firm did 
not insure, I did not insure my inter- 
est, although I carried out jewelry, 
tobacco, utc., to trade, the whole 
value of which was ?1,500, all the 
money I had laid by in nineteen years. 
Nothing occurred worthy of special 
mention until we were three weeks 
out, when the mainspring of my 
chronometer broke, and we went into 
the Western Islands, where it was 
repaired. 
Up to this time we had 


taken 130 barrels of oil, and this I 
landed there. 
Here I shipped a boy 


given me by his parents. I named 
him after one of my brothers, George 
Lewis. 


Nothing out of the usual run oc- 


curred until we were off the River 
Platte, where we took two or three 
whales. This was the first time I 
ever saw a "fighting whale." Here I 
alsc fell in with the ship Pocahontas, 
of New Bedford. When she came in 
sight, I saw that she was maii°ouver- 
ing among whales. ! headed for them 
and soon saw whales to the wind- 
ward. I ordered two boats lowered. I 


i went in one and the mate in the other. 
Without exception he was the smart- 
est whaleman 1 ever saw. 
His name 


was Joseph Greene of Dartmouth. 
Well, we pulled away in the sun glare, 
after I had ordered the 2d mate not to 
lower unless he got a signal from me. 
After having gone a long distance.we 
saw the 2d mate lowering from the 
ship. Then I told the mate to row 
forward in the sunglare, while I went 
back to bring up the ship, and I was 
to give a signal by dropping the 
fore top-sail if I wanted him to come 
back, as no other signal could be seen 
so far. I tben went forward, but saw 
no whales. But I did see some to the 
leeward, nearly astern of the ship. 
Accordingly, 1 lowered the top-sail, 
and then headed oft for the whales-to 
leeward. The boats were right astern. 
When I was a quarter of a mile from 
them, I lowered down and struck a 
whaie. No sooner had I struck, him, 
than he turned, and cut my boat in 
two pieces. My mate's boat soon came 
down, and the mate sung out, "Do you 
want any help?" 


"Boys,'1 says I, "can you hold on 


and let the mate strike that whale?" 


"Aye, aye, sir," say all of them. 


Then the mate came to pick us up. 


I said, "Never mind me, get the 


whale! But look out for him, he's a 
cunning one." 


No sooner had he struck him than 


his boat was stove in. A big hole was 
cut in the bottom, and they were 
knocked out into the water, so there 
were twelve of us in the drink. The 
maddened whale rushed at the pieces 
of boat to which I and my crew were 
clinging, and with his jaws rolled 
the piece over, but fortunately did not 
hurt any of us. The ship was now a 
quarter of a mile off and I made sig- 
nals to her. When I got near enough, 
I ordered the crew what to do, but 
they didn't operate as I directed, and 
tht ship shot way by TJS. 
By this 


time the 2d mate's boat had got 
down to us, picked us all up and 
landed us on the ship. 1 went to work
